REMARKS 

Applicant appreciates and thanks the Examiner for the telephonic interview that occurred 
on Tuesday, March 9, 2004 at 2:00 p.m. During that interview, the Examiner reviewed and 
substantially approved of the Applicant's amendments to the independent claims. The Examiner 
also approved of Applicant's use of the term "perpendicular'' in place of the term "rectangular" 
as was used throughout a number of the claims. This substitution of the term "perpendicular" 
was not intended by Applicant to change the meaning or scope of the claims, but was simply an 
effort on the part of Applicant to compensate for unclear language that carried over from the 
original translation. 

In the present amendment, all of the pending claims have been canceled and resubmitted 
as new claims. However, so that the Examiner may make a clear correlation between the present 
amendment and the claims as previously filed, Applicant submits the following list:
